The peychological next: 
One of the features of this war is 
the great importance placed upon 
“morale.” All the military journals are 
full of talk about morale. Speak to a 
German who has served with the col- 
ore ag an officer and with the second 
sentence he begins talking about 
“morale.” 
Lord Palmerston said that the Ger- 
mans wereja nation of “damn profes- 
essors.”” And the fighting professors 
naturally look to psychology in their 
fighting. 
“Morale” means to the military men 
what “getting your goat’ means to a 
Prize fighter. It is certainly a fact 
that, in a prize fight, one of the con- 
tenders ig beaten before the fight 
starte—-overcome by a sort of moral 
predominance. 
The German army men have been 
laying plans for over forty years to 
capture “the goat” of the French 
army at the outbreak of hostilities. 
This is one of the reasons for the 
inorease of the use of the lance in the 
German cavalry. Formerly, the 
Uhlans were about the only German 
mounted troops carrying lances. Now 
the use of the “sticker” has extended 
to other branches of the German 
horse. The reason of this is that the 
lance is a peculiarly terrifying weap- 
on. Soldiers are more afraid of lances 
than of bullets. Army men tell me 
that a company of infantry, once at- 
tacked by lancers, never afterward 
shows the same self-confidence.

THE SUDDEN CHANGE. 


The French formerly built huge 
forts and literally “got ready to wait” 
for the German invasion. Within the 
past few months the French War Of- 
fice issued a bulletin reversing this 
policy and informing French com- 
manders that the French theory of 
war in the future would be that of 
quick aggression. The bulletin divid- 
ed battles inte two types-—Mukden 
and Waterloo—the battle of prudent 
retreat when the fighting became too 
hot and the battle to the death. The 
last, it was announced, would be the 
French policy. It is based upsa Na- 
poleon’s maxim, “The first movement 
in retreat is the commencement of 
ruin.” 

The Germans are inclined to be- 
lieve, or at least profess to believe, 
that this sudden change of idea will 
shake the confidence of the French 


troops. 

On the other hand, the French as- 
sert that a pin has already been thrust 
into German morale by the unex- 
pected fighting in Belgium. 

The French army was thirty hours 
longer in mobilizing than the, Ger- 
man; but the French tacticians be- 
lHeve that the Belgians have more 
th nullified the effect of this delay. 
Further, that the German soldiers 
will be shaken in morale by 
knowledge that their forty 
practice tn hurried mobilization has 
been, to some extent, destroyed in ef- 
fect. 
Belgian resistance was due to poor 
diplomacy and the French hope that 
the German soldiers will feel to their 
marrow-bones the lack of a Bis- 
marck.

LONDON, Aug. 16, 1:50 a.m, — A 
dispatch to the Central News Agency 
from Copenhagen says that Prince 
Aage of Denmark, who recently was 
arrested by Germans as a spy and 
later released, arrived here Saturday 
night. In an interview the Prince 
said: 

“I had an exciting journey through 
mobilized Europe. I started from 
Milan and traveled without Incident 
(through Switzerland, but as soon as I 
crossed the German frontier I was ar- 
rested as a French spy. My captors 
stripped and searched me, but even- 
tually set me free. I then drove in 
a carriage to France, where I was 
cordially received. 

“It took me fifty hours to reach 
Paris, traveling in a cattle truck and 
on a military train, my only food be- 
ing dried br Severa] times I was 
stopped and examined, but finally got 
away from Havre on a Swedish steam- 
er in company with several hundred 
Russian and Scandinavian refugees.”’

GLASS BANGLES IN INDIA, 


Are a Popular Ornament, and the 
Number Worn Depends Upon the 


Prosperity of the Wearer. 
[Consular Report:] Glass bangles 


are an important article of import into 
India, owing to the universal wear- 
ing of these ornaments by native 
women and children of all classes 
a:ound their wrists. The term bangle 
as applied to the trade in India is 


equivalent to the term bracelet as 
understood in the United States. Most 
of the bangles are imported from Aua- 
tria and have a variety of colors and 
range in diameter from about one and 
one-eighth to one and three-fourths 
inches for children’s bangles and one 
seven-eighths to two and one-fourth 
inches for adult ladies’ bangles. The 
most popular colors’ are said to be 
amber and lavender. Red, yellow, 
blue and pink colors are also favor- 
ites. The sale of these bangles is 
one of the most Interesting and char- 
acteristic features of Indian native Da- 
zars. 

The number of bangles worn de- 
pends a good deal on the prosperity 
of the persons purchasing them, but 
even the poorest women and children 
will wear as. many bangles of bright 
colors as their means will permit and 
as can be conveniently @arried on 
their wrists. These often 
look surprisingly small, and as if im- 
possible to push over the hands with- 
out breaking. This is usually, how- 
ever, skillfully done by the dealer 
who selis them, and once placed on 
the wrist the bangles stay there un- 
til they get broken. For some of 
the wealthy native ladies bangles in- 
laid with gold, or even solid gold, may 
be used. The extensive use of a num- 
ber of bright glass bangles adds a 
great deal to the attractive pic- 
turesqueness of the appearance of In- 
dian ladies. The poorest women, 
even of the coolle labor class, like 
to wear bangles, even if such vanity 
has to be paid for by sacrifices in 
other directions, 

There is also considerable trade in 
glass beads for wear around the neck, 
these being also of European manu- 
facture. Around the ankles Indtan 
women and children wear ornaments 
of brase and silver, the latter when- 
ever it can be afforded. A great dsal 
of the silver that comes to India is 
molded tnto such ornaments by local 
asilversmiths.

Who Can Tell the Namber of Suns 
and Worlds or the Limits of Space 
or the Future of Science?

So many questions on infinity have 
been received that this note is written 
in reply to them all. Here are some 
of them: “Is there an infinite num- 
ber of spns?" “Is the ancient theory 
of plurality of worlds true?” “Ig the 
universe infinite?’ “Are any stars at 
an infinite distance from the earth?” 
“Is space really infinite?” 

In reply will state that the thinkers 
of the world, who think, explore, toil 
and work as man has never worked 
before since humans “appeared on 
earth along mathematical, not specu- 
lative lines, no longer try to even com- 
mence to think of infinity. These are 
the very ones who know better and 
have proved that it is useless. They 
proved it mathematically, 

“Is there an infinite number of 
suns” I have been asked this orally 
and in writing many hundreds of 
times since my eleventh year. The 
answer is they do not know—and by 
they is meant mathematicians. Not 
one of these is able to think of any- 
thing infinite. And none is therefore 
able to think of the effect on humans 
should the universe ever be made up 
of an infinite number of suns. 

For, if the number of suns becomes 
infinite, how about worlds? Our sun 
has eight worlds and twenty-six 


moons, really little worlds, and on 
toward a thousand bodies-—asteroids

Speculate that an infinite number of

But this is absurd, or at least we

But the very term “next to an in- 
finite number” is speculative, not 
scientific, because none can think of 
this word next; for mathematics has 
shown that if you add or subtract any 
finite number to or from an infinite 
number the infinite number is not af- 
fected—that is, the finite number, 
however large, is infinitely small in 
comparison with a number that is 
infinite. 

Since nothing is known of mind, it 
is impossible to even start a line of 
speculation. And a science cannot be 
commenced on the subject of mind. 
Nothing can be done in sélence with- 
out some clew at least, or facts at 
most, to begin with. Then we cannot 
think of infinite mind. Mentalists 
versed in mathematics do not try to 
do this, for mathematia is now 
known to be infinite. 

Mind cannot, of course, think of 
infinite distance, Infinite space, infinite 
time. Then these subjects are all un-

OPEN-CUT PROJECT COMPLETE; 
NOW PRESENTED FOR 


Hill Residents ana Business Men Offer Feasible, Practical 
Plan to Relieve Congestion and Permanently 
Stabilize Business District. 


HE problem presented by the 
’ Bunker Hill barrier to traffic is be- 
ing attacked afresh. This week 


the City Council will be asked to de-/ pe 


cide upon the merits of a project to 
cut a generous slice through the hill 
and will be given detailed information 
and engineer's estimstes of cost. The 
proposed cut would bring to a 2 per 
cent. grade all the territory between 
Hill and Fremont streets and from a 


line 140 feet north of First street to a 
line 140 feet south of Second street. 


The estimated cost of the work 
$2,313,000, exclusive of damages. This 
item of damage is largely represented 
by the buildings and tmprovements in 
the zone of the proposed regrade and 
has been roughly estimated at $900,- 
000. The cost of twin-bore tunnels 
has been estimated at $2,000,000, ex- 
clusive of damages and by-passes. 

With their preliminary work ac- 
complished the open-cut proponents 
have initiated proceedings by circulat- 
ing a petition asking the Council to 
investigate and act. The pé¢tition sug- 
geste that the damages to properties 
and improvements in the zone of the 
regrade should be justly recognized 
and fairly compensated for and that 
the measure of the damages should 
be fixed at the value of the properties, 
together with the cost of the excava- 
tien te

E MUST HAVE SHIPS IMMEDIATEDY. 
Our government now recognizes the 
vital necessity of getting ships under the 
American flag in order to carry our goods 
abroad in neutral bottoms at this time of 
extraordinary demand. The President and 
the Secretary of the Treasury seem to be 
confident that a law would be observed by 
other countries which provided for the 
transfer of register from foreign flags to 
our own, although a clause in the London 
conference agreement holds the contrary. 

Nevertheless, there is nothing else for 
us to do, for there are no ships to speak 
of owned by Americans and run under the 
American flag under American register. 
Congress ought to pass the emergency law 
introduced to remedy this defect, as far as 
it can at present be remedied, as quickly as 
possible; and then let it be tried. It wed 
be, and likely would be, that we could in- 
duce the countries in need of our food prod- 
ucts and other goods, that is, the countries 
engaged in the great war, to waive the pro- 
visions of the clause in the conference 
agreement which would prohibit transfer 
of register just preceding a war or during 
a war, especially as our needed products 
could and would be impartially sent to each 
and all of the warring powers needing and 
desiring them. 

Certainly each of those powers needs 
food, and ours is the only country from 
which they obtain food in any quantity. 

Of course, foreigners can register un- 
der the American flag if they want to. The 
only difficulty is that, as the existing inter- 
national agreement stands, such transfer 
might not be respected by one warring 
power if the cargo was for delivery to an- 
other warring power, unless agreement to 
respect all such shipments were made—

Each of the jars is two feet tall and 
nine inches in diameter and each is 
estimated to contain twenty-five 
pounds of honey. To induce the bees 
to place the honey permanently in 
the jar, which has an opening of five 
inches, a board was laid over the hive 
with a hole cut to correspond with 
the mouth of the jar. A small piece of 
comb was cemented to the inside bot- 
tom of the jar with beeswax, when the 
jar was turned upside down over the 
five-inch opening. The glass recep- 
tacle was then covered entirely dark 
and packed in excelsior to resist the 
heat and keep it at an even tempera- 


graph, the bees built five combe of 
honey in each jar, and it is so per- 
fectly sealed against the glass that 
there is not the slightest leakage of 
honey. The top of the jars as they 
now stand, was the bottom while the 
honey was being made. . 

Three different swarms of Italian 
bees were tried before one was found 
that would do the work, and that 
swarm filled both jars, the first full 
jar being replaced by an empty one. 
Some idea of the tremendous amount 
of work that a swarm of bees can ac- 
complish in a short season of four 
months can be formed by what this 
swarm did. First, the brood hive

The crop is practically all 
sold in carload lots in the East, but 
this year a local demand suddenly ma- 
terialized and more than a ton was 
delivered in Long Beach alone. = 
The crop is light this se . for 
some unaccountable reason. or in- 
stance, in 1903 Mr. Moffatt took the 
world’s record with an apiary of 240 
stands of bees, which made fifty tons 
of honey that season, or over 400 
pounds to the swarm. His total pro- 
duction that year, however, was far 
below this average, the total of 4500 
swarms producing something over 
100 tons. The champion apiary was 
located at Castaic. So great was the 
wonder of this record that A. I. Root, 
the world’s greatest bee expert, came 
out from Ohio to inspect it, and the 
State University at Berkeley sent a 
man on the same errand, who estab- 
lished an apiary near the same place 
for that institution, which is said to 
be there still. : 

A bee's life id from three to four 
months. They Mve and work but a 
single season and then die. The 
queen bee, however, lives from six to 
eight years, and with the aid of the 
drones keeps on reproducing her big 
family, so that there is constantly, a 
working force in action. There are 
few things more interesting than a 
bee and there is nothing more won- 


derful. 


It is also interesting to note that 
Mr. Moffatt has a record of over forty 


newspapers that reproduced the story 
of this novelty from the Los Angeles 
Times, as one of the most remarkable 
demonstrations in bee culture.

George Bernard Shaw. He is a veg- 

etarian, and it would be interesting 
to know how an Englishman manages 
it without the support of Battle Creek. 

It is somewhat less interesting to 
hear how Shaw, who is not a father 
and seems never to have been a child, 
would direct the management of 
children who cannot, by the way, be 
handied exactly like the watered 
stock of a sick corporation. 

Shaw is so severely moral as to ap- 
light of society as to seem to be op- 
posed to society's at all. 


Aside from prejudice 
eating the flesh dead things, Shaw’s 
chief pet negation is his frank horror 
of romance. 

If Shaw knew @ woman who had 
read he would be deeply trou- 
bled, but if he ever met a lady con- 
versant with the works of both Bal- 
zac and Guy Maupassant he would 
unquestionably get out a res 
injunction against Providence. 

It does not occur to me so much

He seems to have fleeting glimpses 
of marriage after it happens, but he 
has no idea of how it came about in 
the first place.

{London Tid-Bits:] The necessity 
for combining intelligence with 
muscles and nerves in athletics is em- 
phasized by E. W. Hiertberg, coach 
of the Swedish . Olympic team, in 
“Athletics in Theory and Practice.” 
All those who train with the idea of 
winning prizes on the athletic track, 
he says, should always remember that 
the brain plays an important part 
in training as well as in contests. He 
points out that in the old days it 
was usudlly held to be mo to train 
the body, and the more drastic the 
training the more likely success was 
thought to be. 

Nowadays it is necessary, if a man 
has to win success on the track, that 
he should have “brains in his fect,” 
as the saying goes, Mr. Hijertberg 
points out that many contests have 
been lost by good athletes just be- 
cause they did not think quickly or 
accurately enough. 


Today, in training, brain and nerves 
are given even more attention than 
the body. Furthermore, an athiete 
is allowed to think for himself and is 
allowed to eat practically anyth 
he likes.

MACHINE 
OF TOKIO SMASHED. 


OKIO, July 12:—The political ma- 
chine, which for ten years has 
dominated municipal government 
in Tokio, was demolished by the re- 
formers at the recent municipal elec- 
tions. So serious was the reverse that 
the organization, which was known as 
the Tokiwakai, and which has been 
called “Tokio’s Tammany,” has been 
dissolved altogether. 

The good government party regards 
the overthrow of the organization as 
a signal victory, and indicative of the 
general reform movemefht which is

Stores, Fiats, Apartments and 
Houses Rising Along and Near 
lively Street —Bangalows by 
Wholesale Projected in Silver Lake

Beverly Hills-Van Nuys 
Road Nearing Reality. 


Former Place Now Doing Its 
Share of Work.

The actual beginning of the project 
to link Van Nuys with Beverly Hills 
by the construction of a highway 
through Benedict Canyon is to be seen 
in the activity of the latter city in 
the improvement of the streets that 
will constitute the southern approach 
to the proposed new outlet for the 
San Fernando Valley. 

Beverly Hills is now engaged in 
building that part of the projected 
highway lying within its own city lim- 
its, which extends for half a mile into 
the mouth of the canyon. At the 
same time the foothill suburb is re- 
surfacing Beverly drive from Wlishire 
boulevard.to the Beverly Hille Hotel 
and is pushing ahead with the exten- 
sion of Canyon drive to a connection 
with the Benedict Canyon road. 

The county now has a corps of sur- 
veyors in the field making the final 
survey from the north line of Beverly 
Hills through Benedict Canydn to the 
San Fernando Valley, where it is in- 
tended that the canyon highway shall 
connect with South Sherman Way, 
leading directly Into Van Nuys. All 
rights of way have been secured. 

The new highway will have «4 
maximum grade of 6 per cent, which 
is 1% per cent. less than that of Ca- 
huenga Pass and much less than that 
of Laurel Canyon, which routes com- 
prise the two only connecting road- 
ways through the hills between the 
San Fernando Valley and Los Ange- 
les. The Benedict Canyon route will

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE |} 
DOUGLAS (Ariz.) Aug. 14.—Now 
that the Cananea Consolidated Cop- 
per Company has closed down entire- 
ly, owing to the European war reduc- 
ing the price of copper, it is feared 
that trouble will not be long in break- 
Ing out at that camp. 

The company has hired a number 
of guards to watch the mine and 
smelter. Numerous threats have been 
made by the discharged laborers, who 
face absolute want because of the 
shut-down. Some 1900 men were laid 
of, but no leas than 10,000 persons 
are affected. A few hundred have left 
Cananea for Douglas, Naco and oth- 
er points on the American side of the 
international line. 

In order that the people of the city 
shall have the conveniences as well as 
the necessities of life, the company is 
operating the water and electric light 
Plants and its big store is kept open. 

Adding to the difficulty of the sit- 
uation is the fact that the troops of 
Col. Calles, which heretofore have 
been sternly preserving order,

that many of the Calles soldiers sym- 
pathize with Maytorena and are ready 
to desert. :

EAGER EYES WATCHING . 
EVERY MOVE OF ARMIES. 


Plea to Not Discuss Conflict Is Denying Human 
Nature—History in the Making Commands Attention 
of Both High and Low — Subjects of the Warring 
Nations Eagerly Follow Course of Their Armies. 


OUNSELING the public to not dis- 
C cuss the European war is like 
trying to sweep back the sea with 
a broom. It is on a parity with the 
many attempts to change human na- 
ture by means of laws. At the pres- 
ent moment history t# being made 
across the waters. The making of 
this history is the one live aubject of 
conversation on our streets and in 
our clubs and homes. 

Wherever you see a knot of men 
gathered on a street corner, one is 
sure to hear the war discussed. It is 
the same in the homes and in the 
clubs. The Khtisband talks to the wife 
about the war; the young swain and 
his sweetheart find it a fruitful source 
of conversation. ' 

War, red war, compels attention, 
for somewhere in the hearts of all of 
us there is a martial strain. The mov- 
ing picture film that is built up 


around a preblem of life or death is 
the one that draws the crowds. Dumas 


Land other romancers find their most 


effective plots where the dramatis 
personae are skating along the thin 
edge of destruction. 

But for many here the war is a 
real, an awful, thing. There are 
mothers here whose sons are in one 
of the contending armies. There are 
men on this side who have aged 
parents “over there.” Here we have 
tens of thousands of persons whose 
birthplace ‘was “across the waters” in 
one of the countries now at war. Many 
of them have taken out their citizen- 
ship papers here, but it is too much 
to presume that,their hearts will not 
go out In sympathy te the nation that 
gave them birth, that they will not be 
concerned with each movement in the 
great conflict. Being concerned, they 
talk about it. 

Also, there are many A os ma- 
rooned in Europe. The legraph 
wires have been kept hot lately try- 
ing to communicate with them. All 
thie adds to the all-compelling inter- 
est In the course of affairs on the 
military checkerboard of Europe. 
VIVIDLY REAL. 


But the places where the war is 
vividly real is in our foreign settle- 
ments. North of Sunset boulevard 
the Servian 
war office. Following the outbreak of 
hostility more than 200 Serbs were 
recruited by Counsel Nickale of 
Servia and Montenegro. They are 
soldiers held in leash, for at the pres- 
ent moment there now appears to be 
no way by which these men can be 
transported home. In fact, Mr. Nick- 
sie is now in possession of instruc- 
tions from the Servian representative 
in New York to make no attempt to 
secure further recruits. 

But these men, though denied the 
opportunity to serve their countries, 
are not to be denied the chance to 
follow the course of arms. This they 
do by means of a wall map and the 
war news printed in the reliable 


papers. 

“It didn't take us long to find out 
the papers that manufacture news for 
circulation’s sake," said Mr. Nicksie 
yesterday. “These papers were all 
right at first to stir up enthusiasm, 
but now wé want the authentic news.” 
In all. more than 5000 men were 
recruited in Southern California by 
the warring nations. Of this number

them were Austrians and Germans 
and French, also a of 


| Hollanders and Belgians. Some few

where they are Dr. Han Worlitzer, 


now stranded.

AGAINST RECRUITING. 

The firm stand of the Federal gov- 
ernment against recruiting in this 
country also put @ damper on enthu- 
siaamr. In fact, the steamship. com- 
panies all have instructions to not 
permit the booking of any persons by 
the representative, either Concular or 
otherwise, of any warring nation. 

All this has not prevented the mar- 
tial fires from burning high in many 
hearts. There are thousands of men 
in Southern California who would be 
ready at an instant’s notice to board 
trains for the front, provided they had 
means of getting outside of the 
country. But the means are not at 
hand. At one time theré was hope 
that events would so shape themselves 
that these men could be moved 
through our own port on spectally- 
chartered vessels, but with England 
mixed up in the affair and the known 
presence of both English and German 
men-of-war on this Coast this plan 
had to be given up. 

Denied the privilege of serving their 
countries, the Servians and Germans 
and others are doing work which is 
perhaps even more effective. They 
are collecting funds for the use of 
their nations and most of it is for 
Red Cross work. Thousands of dol- 
lars will be collected for this latter 
purpose. Among the Servians, for in- 
stance, the women have already gotten 
together several hundreds of dollars 
which will be sent te New York and 
transmitted by their representative 
there to the old country for the use 
of the Red Cross and in ameliorating 
the distress of the wives and childrens 
of soldiers now at the front. ;

The 
day has arrived when we have the 
choice of accepting and profiting by 
a legitimate opportunity, or of neg- 
legting it and reaping thereby a har- 
vest of misfortune and a ioss of na- 
tional prestige.”

@ustries:] Twenty-two States have al- 
ready made it unlawful for an employ- 
er to communicate information to an- 
other employer with reference to par- 
ticipation in a strike of employees, or 
any other information the purpose or 
tendency of which is to discourage or 
prevent their employment. At the 
same time an &)most equal number of 
States have sald that it shall be lawful 
for a peaceful picketing to take place, 
that is, for a laboring man in a labor 
controversy to communicate itnforma- 
tion with respect to the employer to 
& person who applies to him for em- 
ployment. 

Thus we find our legislators in this 
peculiar position; that they say it shall 
be unlawful and criminal for one em- 
ployer to tell another employer about 
a strike, but they say it shall be law- 
ful and right for one workman to tell 
another workman about the conditions 
of a strike injunction during labor con- 
troversies. In other words, to say that 
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And unileas the injunction does inter- 
fere with some act that the strikers 
contemplate, some act of an unlawful 
nature, what objection could they have 
to the injunction? 

They answer promptly by telling you 
that what they object to is that the 
courts continually enjoin and prohibit 
them from doing things which are 
lawful in themselves. What is law- 
ful in iteelf? Anything, with few ex- 
ceptions, is lawfu! in itself. It is 
when a thing is used for an unlawful 
rpose that the hitherto lawful thing 

mes unlawful. 

There is no activity of a human be- 
ing, even among the sweetest and most 
sacred things of life. that cannot be 
turned to an unlawful purpose. It 
ie not alone that a man walking on a 
street can be walking there for an un- 
lawful purpose. The communication, 
for instance, of 
ing the appearance police to 
another individdal who is peacefully 
robbing a house. 

There is nothing that men can do 
that cannot be turned to an unlawful 
purpose, and when it is turned to an, 
unlawful purpose there should be no 
act that the machinery of law could

Nothing is a crime in the Federal 
jurisdiction except what Congress says 
is a crime. The common law of the

The Realistic French 
Knot 


IS surprising how realistic some 
flowers can be made with the lit- 
tle French knot when it is given 

sufficient consideration and care. For 
instance, purple clever worked in 
French knots is startiing in ite near- 
ness to nature's own product. You 
can obtain the stamped design with 
little dots forming the dover bice- 
som. Sometimes these are not suf- 
ficiently close to make a realistic 
blossom. After you have worked the 
stam dots in French knots, All up 
the blank spaces between, #6 that the 
blossom is more or less ked. Two 
shades of purple should be used in 
making the bloesom, lighter shade 
at the top and the darker shade near 
the base of the flower

A close examination of the real flower 
will convince you that it is apparent 
made up of odorous French knots.

While the covers shown are in ecru, 
they can, of course, be duplicated in 
white. Bither batiste or linen may 
be used. The former is the daintier, 
but the latter ise the more service- 
able, so you have your choice. How- 
ever, the design of tiny flower-filled 
baskets is sufficiently dainty to fe- 
Meve the heaviness of the linen. The 
color used for these flowers (they 
resemble roses more than anything 
else) may be done in a color to match 
the room. If you do them in pink or 
yellow they will be unmistakably 
roses, but if your room is in laven- 
der, the little flowers can be made to 


like ragged robina, 


greens, with &@ Suggestion of gray in 
them. 


The color used in the flowers should 
also be a soft pale shade, with a 
deeper shade in the centers of the 
flowers. The baskets can be worked 
in straw color or a deeper brown, re- 
sembling the artistic red willow 
baskets that we now see in the shops. 
The flowers are done in tightly 
grouped French knots ahd the leaves 
of the foliage are in lasy-daisy stitch, 
while the stems are in outline. The 
basket may be worked in outline 
atiteh., The edges Of the covers are 
buttonholed, but allowed to remain 
uncut and with the goods extending 
about a half inch beyond the scallops. 
To this edge of thé material is 
whipped either cluny or torchon lace. 
The scalloping should be done in ecru 
or green or the flower celor. 

The complete set of these covers 
should include covers for the dresser, 
dressing table and the chiffonier. To 
still further carry out the design in 
the room, a pincushion may be made 
of the same material and worked in 
the same colors. The most modern 
Shape for the cushion is oblong. Cut 
two oblongs the same size, buttonhole 
them about the scalloped edges and 
eyelet them at equal and correspond- 
ing distances about the edges. The 
bottom oblong is plain, but the top 
oblong isdone in the same design as 
the covers for the dresser, etc. Now 
take the cushion and cover it with « 
pleece of the same material as is u 
for embroidering, and see to it that « 
broad flap edge is left on the cushion 
so that it peeps out between the 
edges of the buttonholed scalloped 
edges and affords a pretty finish. 
This straight fap may be in a color 
if you wish te have it so. The two 
oblongs are then placed one on the 
top and one om the bottom of the 
cushion, and laced up with colored 
ribbons and rosette bows placed at 
each of the four corners.
